MEN OVERSEAS NEED GRAIN

Plan Devleed to Save Traneporlatlen
and Time Local Donatlena to Se
Meeetd Locally But Rclsaae Equal
Amount at Atlantic Seaboard For
Immediate Shipment to Alllea and

Opportunity la now offered, through
Federal Food Administrator W. B.

Ayer. for Oregon families and menu
farturlng flrma using wheat flour, to
make a voluntary personal Mcriflce
for the benefit of Uncle Ham's boys In
the Army and Navy. Mr. Ayer haa
announced that any family, public eat-
ing place, or factory uaing wheat flour,
auch aa bakerlea and cracker factories,
bow haa the privilege of directly con-

tributing to the flour blna of the Army
and Navy by turning back to the gov
eminent, at the market price, such
portion of their wheat flour allowance
aa they will patriotically refrain from
consuming themselves

Buch glfte of wheat flour, while not
going directly to France for the hoys
overseas, will be turned Into tha gov-

ernment commissary at the nearest
point, and will release an equal quan
Illy of wheat flour nn the Atlantic
sea hoard for Immediate ahlpment
"over there" Under this novel plan
when a patriotic Oregon family goea
on a w limitless diet for a week or a
month, or longer period, Ihe wheat
flour they aava and turn hack to the
government actually represents an
equivalent of wheat flour three thon-aan-

miles away, which Immediately
atarta to move forwaad to the fighting
forcea. Thla arrangement has been
made In order to aava tranaportatlon
across the continent.

"I am hoping tor a aplendld wheat
aavlng record In Oregon'' aald Mr
Ayer the other day, "For I believe
when Oregon families and public sat
Ing places In the state know that the
flour they aava will go direct to the
boys of the Army and Naty they will
not hesitate to respond in tha usual
patriotic Oregon way. 1 had a tele-
gram from Mr. Hoover today In which
he asked me for an eattmate on what
I thought Oregon could be relied upon
to save under the new plan. I wished
to be uuuser vauve, aad 1 replied that
air estimate won Id ha 90 to St par
cent of the normal wheal flour

Thla ia a much lower
than other states bad made.

aad I realise that It will probably be
unsatisfactory at Washington I am
hoping that the people of the atate
will exceed thla eetlmate by a gener
mis margin The count) admltilstra
